The refusal of the United 
States government to grant sanc- 
tuary to the plight of the Haitian 
refugees is just one more chapter 
in the story of the African holo- 
caust. The failure to see this situ- 
ation in its historical context, 
means that once again, we have 
forgotten the lessons which his- 
tory has taught us. 

Certainly, no one can honestly 
make the case that if there were 
some refugees seeking sanctuary 
from Europe who were denied 
help by the American govern- 
ment, that there wouldn't be hell 
to pay for this refusal. The public 
outcry would be so intense and 
loud from every corner of the 
globe. Politicians would know 
that their future would be at stake 
if they did not come down on the 
right side of this issue. The Presi- 
dent would use this problem (like 
he did with the situation in 
Kuwait) to rally the world com- 
munity around their plight. 

But, none of this has hap- 
pened, and the reasons are very 
simple: racism and chauvinism. 
‘The Haitian people are black and 
poor, and people have convinced 
themselves that they are somehow 
"better" than they are. The failure 
of the European community to 
extend help and aid is very appar- 
ent. The failure of the African 
community to rally together to re- 
spond in a forceful and vocal 
manner is shameful. 

While everyone is suffering 
from hard economic times, there 
isn't any excuse for not using

Dr. Motsoko Pheko’s Revelations On Apartheid At UN

UNITED NATIONS, NEW YORK 


South Africa is not diminishing, but 
is growing and growing and grow- 


ing... 
Recently, Dr. Motsoko Pheko, 
the Permanent Observer for the Pan- 
Africanist Congress of Azania at 
United Nations, madea striking rev- 
elation to the UN Special Political 
Committee. At the outset, he said, 
inter alia, “While the euphoria 
grows, and the deception spreads 
that the South African regime is 
serious about fundamental changes, 
and all sorts of excuses are being 
made to deal with the country by 
people who claim to be i 


Continuing, Dr.Phekosaid, “On 
November 11, 1991, South Africa 
signed a broad agreement for eco- 
nomicandscientific ties with Israel. 
Both Mr. de Klerk and his foreign 
minister were visiting Israel. Now, 
it is an open secret that the South 
African regime is still racist, 
colonialist, and representing the 
minority, and the indigenous Afri- 
can population is still under alien 
rule, and voteless. 

How well expressed and accu- 
rate these revelations have been! 
But, Dr. Pheko could have gone on 
to say that the apartheid regime has 
totally refused to drop its brain- 
child, apartheid, although it pre- 
tends to do so. 

Further, Dr. Pheko pointed out 
that the actions and movemenis of 

the 


to the dismantling of apartheid and 
destruction of colonialism, facts 
reveal that these changes are only 
superficial, and cannot dismantle 
apartheid. In fact the situation is 
becoming dangerous not only for 
the colonized Africans in South 
Africa, but for the Frontline States 
and, later, the rest of Africa — just 
as it happened as a result of the 
Berlin General Act of 26 February, 
1885. The regime is being rehabili- 
tated, groomed by its traditional 
backers to be the “regional power” 
and economic powerhouse” for the 
rest of Africa.”

Next time, some Democratic 
chestnuts may have to burn 


Dear Editor: 


During the past twenty years, 
black people have constituted just 
about the most loyal bloc of vot- 
ers within the Democratic Party. 
Our pattern of political fidelity 
can be verified by statistics on the 
national state and local levels. To 
employ one of my grandmother's 
much-used metaphors, our votes 
on more than one or two occa- 
sions have pulled or tried to pull 
Democratic chestnuts from the 


political fire. 
During Presidential cam- 
paigns that most Democrats 


would prefer to forget...those of 
George McGovern in 1972, 
Jimmy Carter in 1980,- Walter 
Mondale in 1984, and Michael 
Dukakis in 1988...black voters 
loyally hoisted the Democratic 
standard in all four losing efforts. 
Black votes also played an im- 
portant role in the only Demo- 
cratic Presidential victory during 
these two decades, that of Jimmy 
Carter in 1976, 

Significantly, in all five of 
these contests, working class 
white voters strayed from the 
Democratic Party in record num- 
bers to support Republican candi- 
dates. White physical flight to the 
Suburbs of the fifties and sixties 
was apparently followed by that 
group's ideological flight to po- 
litical conservatism in the seven- 
ties and eighties, 


And although my memory of 
the above stems from my direct 
involvement as a Democratic, in- 
cluding two terms as Jersey City's 
Regular Democratic Organization 


chairman, my most vivid recol- 
lections are of two local cam- 
Paigns and one statewide contest, 
in all of which black votes proved 
crucial. In one, the votes of Jersey 
City's predominantly black 
Bergen-Lafayette Ward helped 
snatch victory from the jaws of 
defeat for then Congressman 
Joseph LeFante in November 
1976. And more black votes of 
New Jersey's urban centers to 
Senator Bill Bradley's narrow re- 
election victory last year. 

But, in none of the foregoing 
examples can the role of the black 
vote be more dramatically or in- 
disputably documented than in 
last November's razor-thin victory 
of Democratic incumbent Assem- 
blymen Joseph Charles and 
Joseph Doria and Senator Edward 
O'Connor in Hudson's 31st Dis- 
trict where I reside. A review of 
that election's total turnout in a 
district-by-district tabulation re- 
veals that the vote in black areas 
of District 31 actually averted a 
resounding defeat for Charles, 
Doria, and O'Connor. In fact, the 
trio lost badly in Bayonne, and it 
was only the 5 and 6 to 1 Demo- 
cratic margins in Bergen- 
Lafayete and black areas of 
Wards A and B that saved the day 
for them. 

So, what is my point in of- 
fering this quick course in con- 
temporary black political history? 
It's simply that to me, the time is 
way overdue in Jersey City for 
black political leaders to take

C takes stand on 
Haitian Refugee policy 


The Community Relations 
Committee (CRC) of the United 
Jewish Federation of MetroWest, 
chaired by Ted Eisenberg of 
North Caldwell, has issued) the 
following statement on US 
Haitian Refugee Policy. $ 

The mounting wave of 
refugees, nearing 10,000 since 
early October, is clear testimony 
to the deterioration in conditions 
that have taken place in Haiti 
The large number of refugees 
since the coup and the extreme 
risks undertaken to escape is evi 
dence that fear for life and limb. 
rather than economic. Pressures, is 
driving this movement. 

The United States has been À 
world leader in welcoming politi- 
cal refugees and in demanding 
international assistance and a 
meaningful response to the con- 
ditions giving rise to the refugees, 
We are justifiably proud of the 
Refugee Act as it expresses our 
highest national ethic, 

We are, therefore, troubled by 


the apparent decision of the gov- 
emment of the United States to 
seek the forced repatriation of 
Haitians. Individuals who have 
risked their lives to flee tyranny 
should not be forced to retum. 
The Jewish people remember all 
too well their forced repatriation 
to Nazi Germany and the exter- 
mination that awaited them when 
all nations closed their doors to 
our pleas for asylum. There is lit- 
tle reason to believe that those 
forced to return to Haiti will re- 
ceive anything but prison, torture, 
and possible execution at the 
hands of the military iunta. 

We Call on our government to 
permit the Haitians to apply for 
asylum as other refugees to the 
United States. We urge that all 
forced deportations cease, and 
that American policy towards 
Haitians give full consideration to 
the oppressive and fearful condi- 
tions that are causing thousands 
to flee at this time.

After months of wrangling 
between Dickens, who was hired 
in 1989, this week the Board of 
Trustees voted to oust Mr. Dick- 
ens by a 12 to 4 secret ballot. His 
present contract was scheduled to 
expire in May but according to 
insiders, a majority of board 
members who voted not to renew 
his contract because of "marginal 
performance" prefers him to

When Dickens took over the 
hospital's administration he found 
a veritable snakepit of deficits, 
internal power struggles, and the 
responsibility of picking up the 
pieces of alleged misconduct and 
misappropriation left by a previ- 
ous administration. 


cases? (Imagine being guilty of 
being unfortunate enough not to 
be able to afford food, clothing, 
and shelter?) 

Wouldn't resources be better 
spent on finding affordable 
housing, or rehabilitating aban- 
doned property?

The Rev. Michael Sykes 
headed the ad hoc committee that 
demonstrated in behalf of Newark 
board representation and at one 
point picketed Rabinowitz's home 
in Nutley in support of Dickens 
and the issue of community rep- 
resentation on the board.

Because 
D-Nice does have so much talent 
it is disheartening to see him suc- 
cumb to low level rap to make his 
point. A testimony to his true tal- 
ent is the rap classic "25 Ta Life" 
with its laid back funk groove and 
live instrumentation, great work 
from Jean-Paul Bourelly on gui- 
tars and Vincent Henry on sax. 
But the real pleasure is D-Nice's 
hip hop storytelling. "It was a hot 
summer day/I was dying’ from the 
heat,” D-Nice raps.

NEWARK — A "state of the 
art” closed circuit television 
surveillance system called "Video 
Patrol” was recently unveiled by 

Sharpe James and City of- 
ficials at the police kiosk located 
‘on the comer of Broad and Mar- 
ket Streets in Newark. 

The $101, 791 pilot Program 


allows 24 hour surveillance of a 
two square mile area from a sin- 
gle location — the police kiosk. 

"We have heard the cry for a 
‘police officer on every corner,” 
said Mayor James said. 
“However, although we are un- 
able to accommodate these re- 
quests, we can still monitor ac- 
tivity, enhance public safety, and 
respond iately. This sys- 
tem will save the City money on 
manpower costs and will help fa- 
cilitate work in locating inci- 
dents." 

According to Haynes Secu- 
a Inc., installers of the system, 

the black and white chip Pana- 
sonic cameras are enclosed and 
protected by environmental 
housings at all times, are 
equipped with 310mm zoom 
lenses, and have a turning radius 
of 360 degrees. 

McKinley ] Howell, director of 
the Division of Economic Devel- 
opment stated that the system 
covers the downtown shopping 
region and was designed primar-

PLAINFIELD — The ques- 
tion of a council member's resi- 
dency became a topic of discus- 
sion at the Plainfield City Coun- 
cil's last public meeting of the 
year, on December 16. 

Councilwoman Faheemah El- 
Amin, who won the Ist and 4th 
ward seats this past November, 
ousting incumbent Earl Robinson, 
has been cast into a firestorm of 
assumptions and accusations re- 
cently due to questions sur- 
rounding a suspected from her 
Mariners Place residence to a new 
home in the East End of the City. 

During the council campaign, 
Republican opponent Elliot Sim- 
mons and Robinson tried to ac- 
quire political momentum by 
suggesting that Mrs. El-Amin had 
deserted her constituency by her 
family's purchase of a home in an 
area of the City which she does 
not represent. Several media 
sources also picked up on this 
political tidbit adding to the 
questions. 

At Monday's meeting, City 
Clerk Laddie Wyatt asked corpo- 
ration counsel Rowland Clark if 
Mrs. El-Amin was eligible to vote 
on the evening's agenda due to the 
controversy. "We have heard 
nothing from Mrs. Al-Amin, so 
unless someone brings a charge 
and there is a hearing and then a 
decision, she will remain the 4th 
ward councilwoman," Clark said. 

Seeking to clear up all of the 
negative press that has been bat- 
ted about over the past few 
weeks, Siddeq El-Amin, the 
councilwoman's spouse read a 
Prepared statement during the 
privilege of the floor session of 
the meeting. 


"Since announcing her candi- 
dacy for the first and fourth ward 
council seats on April 8, 1991 
Councilwoman Al-Amin has been 
targeted for newsprint blackout, 
character, and credibility assassi- 
nation. There are those who smile 
to her face and plot behind her 
back at the same moment...one 
legislator said, "That's the way the 
game is played,’ that may be the 
way he plays in politics, but that 
doesn't make it morally and ethi- 
cally correct.

Plainfield Council's emergency 
resolution saves day care

PLAINFIELD — Upon hear- 
ing from a spokesman who repre- 
sented a group of 30 or more par- 
ents and supporters of the City's 
Bilingual Day Care Center, the 
City Council, along with the head 
of Public Works decided to take 
some action against the state's 
plans to close the center due to 
building safety violations. 

Yvonne Martinez read from a 
prepared statement at the Decem- 
ber 16 Council meeting asking for 
the Council's help, to get the 
center repaired before it is sched- 
uled to be closed on January 16. 

The center which serves 72 
families, is currently operating 
under a temporary license and is 
in need of some major repairs, 
according to Public Works Di- 
rector David Ervin. When asked 


why the building hadn't been re- 
paired before this point, Ervin in- 
formed councilmembers that the 
building was purchased at a re- 
duced rate because of its condi- 
tion and that the administration 
had asked the state to delay the 
shut down until the repair funds 
could be released. 

During a Planning Board 
meeting on Dec. 12; $210,000 
was approved in capital im- 
provement funds to at least start 
the repairs. 

The Council decided that 
since it would be a while before 
the funds would be released, they 
would create an emergency reso- 
lution with Ervin's help which 
would let Trenton know, they 
would like the center to remain 
open and that funding was on the 
way, as the center was a necessity 
for the community it serves.
